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LIVESTOCK  AND  MEAT  SITUATION 


Continued  expansion  in  pork  pro- 
duction throughout  1976  and  into  1977 
is  indicated  by  the  June  Hogs  and  Pigs 
Report,     But  the  7  State  Cattle  on 
Feed  Report  points  to  a  slowdown  in 
cattle  feeding  during  May  with  place- 
ments down  14  percent  from  a  year 
earlier. 

Hogs  Prices  to  Start  Downward  Soon 

The  June  1  inventory  of  market 
hogs  weighing  under  180  pounds  shows 
the  potential  for  a  substantial  in- 
crease in  hog  slaughter  during  the 
last  half  of  the  year.     Much  of  the 
potential  supply  increase  will  come 
from  pigs  weighing  under  60  pounds. 
Producers  still  have  some  flexibility 
by  saving  gilts  from  this  weight  group 
for  further  herd  expansion;  but  a 
second  half  slaughter  increase  of  15- 
17  percent  from  a  year  earlier  now 
seems  likely.    Although  weekly  hog 
slaughter  rates  during  July- Sept ember 
are  expected  to  run  well  above  a  year 
ago,  they  may  not  differ  much  from 
first  half  levels.     Slaughter  during 
October-December  likely  will  be  up

seasonally  from  the  summer  quarter  by 
about  10  percent. 

Hog  prices  will  likely  reach  their 
seasonal  peak  in  the  low  $50 's  during 
July  while  marketings  are  seasonally 
low.     But  increasing  supplies  are  ex- 
pected to  push  prices  downward  for  the 
balance  of  the  year.     The  7  market 
price  for  barrows  and  gilts  probably 
will  average  above  $40  for  the  4th 
quarter,  but  could  drop  below  $40  at 
times . 

On  June  1,  hog  producers  planned  a 
17  percent  increase  in  sows  farrowing 
for  the  fall  crop.     If  these  inten- 
tions are  carried  out,  slaughter 
during  the  first  half  of  1977  could  be 
up  15  percent  or  more  from  the  first 
half  of  this  year.

*SOWS  FARROWING 
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Fed  Cattle  Prices  Have  Basis 
for  Recovery 

Fed  cattle  prices  hovered  around 
$40  per  hundredweight  throughout  June 
(Choice  steers,  Omaha).     But  the  basis 
for  some  seasonal  price  strength  is 
still  present. 

Fed  beef  supplies  during  the 
second  quarter  were  down  seasonally 
from  the  first  quarter,  and  are  not 
expected  to  change  much  this  summer. 
Fed  marketings  are  expected  to  hold 
near  the  spring  level,  which  was  up 
nearly  a  fourth  from  April- June  1975. 
However,  with  feedlot  operators  incur- 
ring substantial  losses  during  May, 
placements  of  cattle  on  feed  in  7 
States  in  May  were  the  smallest  of  the 
year.     Considering  the  cost  of  re- 
placement cattle  and  higher  grain 
prices,  June  placements  may  be  like- 
wise limited,  perhaps  enough  to  temper 
expected  increases  in  fed  cattle 
marketings  later  this  summer  and  in 
the  early  fall  months. 

For  the  last  half  of  1976,  fed 
cattle  marketings  may  run  20  to  25 
percent  above  last  year.  However, 
reductp-ons  in  nonfed  slaughter  may  be 
more  than  offsetting,  reducing  total 
cattle  slaughter  around  5  percent  from 
a  year  ago.     However,  since  slaughter 
weights  will  be  up  quite  a  bit  this 
year,  beef  production  during  the  sum- 
mer and  fall  will  about  match  1975 's 


July-December  production.  By 
midsummer  cattle  slaughter  should  be 
near  year-earlier  levels.     Strength  in 
the  fed  cattle  market  appears  likely 
if  the  usual  summer  demand  for  beef 
materializes.     Prices  may  move  into 
the  mid-$40's  by  midsummer,  but  with 
marketings  increasing  seasonally, 
prices  may  slip  some  during  the  fall. 

If  prices  improve  this  much,  most 
cattle  feeders  will  recover  feed  and 
feeder  costs  throughout  the  summer  and 
fall,  but  recovery  of  all  costs  will 
escape  many  feeders  with  the  exception 
of  cattle  marketed  at  peak  prices. 
This  profit  picture,  coupled  with 
seasonally  high  feed  prices,  which  are 
likely  to  hold  until  more  is  known 
about  the  1976  crop,  may  limit  price 
advances  on  feeder  cattle.     June  feed- 
er prices  reflected  the  sluggish  fed 
market  and  are  likely  to  follow  the 
fed  market  this  summer.     Prospects  of 
a  corn  crop  greater  than  last  year's 
could  generate  price  strength  for 
feeder  cattle  this  fall  relative  to 
slaughter  cattle  prices.  However, 
cow-calf  and  other  nonfed  slaughter 
rates  could  increase  substantially  if 
drought  areas  persist  and/or  expand, 
exerting  downward  pressure  on  all 
prices.
